Buyers, Borrowers Cautioned 

On Exceeding Debt Limits 

How much debt can you af- 
ford? The current issue of 
Changing Times, the Kiplinger 
Magazine, in a roundup on cre- 
dit notes that each family has 
to determine its own margin of 
safety and recommends the fol- 
lowing procedure to parallel 
the way a professional would 
figure out that margin. 

First, figure ouf annual in- 
come and, next, deduct from. it 
all necessary expenses, The re- 
mainder is “discretionary” in- 
come, money available for cre- 
dit payments. “But this. method 
.«»ehag to -be ‘handled with 
care,” the editors caution. “A 
few misconceived entries on the 
income side or omissions of ex- 
penses can give you- a. com- 
pletely false impression of your 
financial position.” 

To guard against such er- 
rors, the magazine warns to be 
sure and use net income only, 
‘subtracting federal and state 
income taxes and other fixed 
deductions such as pension con- 
tributions, ‘health insurance 
and union. dues. 


_In addition, sporadic income
